Although one Slough 
fan threw a bucket of water 
over me, I think most people 
feel ¥ deserved to finish on 
the wikalag side. Whoever 
id it shouldn't have been 
allowed out of bis pram.” 

Wycombe manager Brian 
Lee described tne goal by 
saying: “We often use 
Delaney to knock the ball 
across goel from the far 
post. Searle hesitated

ting the ball away cleanly. 

Reardon, able to switch 
back to mid-feld in place of 
the injured Guine, marked 
Wycombe dangerman Prit- 
chard out of the game in the 
first-half, but “lost” Prit 
chard several times after the 
break. l 

Meanwiile the industrious 
Day was nding it hard to 
escape the attentions of 
Willams Up front Sul 
livan often switched with 
Chatterton, but after three 
early effuris they were shut 
out ny Delaney ang Bullock, 

Anthony, playing against 
his old club. once ngain per- 
sisted in dribbling too much 
and was held by ex-Slough 
full-back Gamoiin. 

Yet The Rebels, playing in 
a ‘new style’ set of shirts, 
with blue stripes going down 
under the arms, produced 
the smartest build-ups early 


on, 

O'Sullivan twice came close 
to storing, just mis-timin 
his header when D'Arcy sen 
a ires-kick to him and then 
seizing on a bad back pass 
by Hullock, only te fire 
inches wide of an open goal. 

The heavy rain had tured 
the pitch into a sea of mud 
and both shies were finding 
it dificult to keep thely foot- 
ing as the shopery ball 
skidded away from them. 

But Slough ‘keeper Wol 
stenholme did well to hold 
two hard shots from Prit- 
chard. He then ihwarted 
Delaney, whee: claim that 
the bull was already over the 
line was turned down.
